Now 
she was Indeed angry and swore to 
have the life of Elijah within twenty- 
four hours xix, I, 2), and he fled for his 
life from this angry woman and came 
to Beersheba, which means tho well of 
the oath anti should have made him 
think of the faithfulness of the ever­ 
lasting God Ilion, xxi, 31-34). This does 
uot look like the same Elijah who stood 
so grandly with and for God on Mount 
Carmel, but it is another evidence of 
the utter failure of man apart from 
God, as the Lord Jesus said. “Severed 
from me ye can do nothing*’ (John 
xv, 5, margin). 
It Is truly pitiful to see this man of 
God in the wilderness, under this tree, 
wanting to die; but the secret of it 
seems to be that he had begun to think 
himself of some importance and neces­ 
sary to God. Notice his thrice repeated, 
“I, even I only, ani left; remain a proph­ 
et of the Lord” xviii, 22; xix, IO, 14).

sunken vessels completely where they 
are lying in water no deeper than 200 
feet 
“Already we have constructed a full 
sized one at Brightlingsea. on the east 
coast of England, and this one will be 
used to recover the $5,000,000 of bul­ 
lion that was lost In the British ship 
Lutlne off the coast of Holland in 
1787. 
Confide nt of Suc c e s s . 
“There have been many attempts to 
secure this valuable cargo, but all have 
ended in disaster. 
Onr attempt will 1*' 
made In conjunction with Lloyd’s of 
London. 
If 1t is successful, as 1 be­ 
lieve 1t will be. there is no reason why 
it cannot I>e used to raise the ships 
sunk in the war zone, or at least to re 
cover their cargoes.” 
The apparatus is known as the “semi- 
submersible tube." Mr. Duke descrit>es 
it as a long tula*, five feet in diameter, 
with a large ohamber ut one end. 
The 
latter is known as the working cham­ 
ber. and it contains motors, search 
lights and other apparatus necessary 
to contml air pressures. 
Just above the working chamber is 
a compartment known as the air lock. 
It Is in this that the operator accus­ 
toms himself to the pressure at the 
particular depth in which he has to 
work before emerging into the cham­ 
ber. 
In this working chamber is a lens ar­ 
rangement known as the “aquascope,” 
which enables the operator to look out 
over the bottom of the ocean and lo­ 
cate the wreck he is searching. 
The 
semisubmersible tube is fitted to a spe- 
cial type of wrecking steamer. 


Loc a ting the W re c k . 
Mr. Lake explains further: 
“The 
operator 
descends 
into 
the 
chamber by means of a stairway built 
into the tut*? and. after passing through 
the air lock, goes into the working 
chamber. 
He then looks through the 
aquascope while the steamer slowly 
navigates around. 
“As soon as the wreck is located the 
oi>erator telephones to the captain of 
the wrecking steamer, and the latter 
brings his vessel to a stop over the 
wreck, following the maneuvering di 
rectlons telephoned to him by the op­ 
erator. The tube is then lowered on to 
the deck of the wrecked vessel. 
“The working chamber has a door 
on its under side. 
The air inside is 
equal in pressure to that of the water 
outside, and, as the doors open down­ 
ward, it is impossible for water to get 
Into tbe tube. 
“When the doors are open the op­ 
erator, equipped with a diver’s outfit, 
can step on to the deck of the wreck 
and immediately begin work on re­ 
covering the cargo or other things of 
value. 
The 
recovered 
articles 
are 
placed in slings or on hooks and then 
hoisted to the surface by the derricks 
on the wrecking steamer. 


Ca rrie s Ele c tric Lights . 
“The operator carries with him a 
special type of portable electric light 
which enables him to see his way 
clearly 
about 
the 
sunken 
vessel. 
Crossed lines or cut lines are a con­ 
stant danger to ordinary divers, but 
they have no qualms for our operator, 
because in case of trouble all he has to 
do is to walk back to the operating 
chamber. 
“According to reports at the time of 
her sinking the Lusitania is resting in 
forty fathoms of water—240 feet 
If 
this depth is correct it would be an 
easy matter to recover the bodies im­ 
prisoned beneath her decks as well as 
her cargo.” 
For raising sunken steamships, Mr. 
Lake says, the same apparatus is used, 
with the exception that it can be op­ 
erated only in depths up to 200 feet 
The special wrecking steamer de­ 
vised by Mr. Lake for use with his 
tube Is so arranged that the tube can 
I be used in a heavy sea.

He said the sweeper could have been 
purchased for less than one-half as 
much as was paid fo r the flusher, 
but that the sweeper w’ould only take 
up the coarser 
matter leaving the 
fine dust which would be blown in 
stores and houses by the wind and 
passing automobiles. 
It would he 
necessary to sprinkle the streets if 
the sweeper had been used, he stated. 
He declared concrete streets could not 
be sprinkled successfully as the w’a- 
icr would dry up in fifteen minutes 
and that the only way to keep down 
tin* dust was to keep 
the 
surface 
clean. 
He also stated that nineteen 
out of twenty persons whom lie had 
interviewed had stated that they were 
willing to pay for the “extra ” service.

F an n ers in this p a rt of the county 
are much interested in the dem onstra­ 
tion plot which is being laid out on 
the farm of Dr. J. TI. ( ’arter, east 
of the city. 
In this work County 
Agent A. D. Cobb is being assisted 
by S. C. Jones, of Purdue University. 
Another plot will be laid out in Owen 
township but the 
selection 
of the 
place has not been made. 
The plots will consist of fifteen 
quarter-acre brocks. 
There will be 
three series of five blocks each. F e r­ 
tilizer and lime will be used on four 
of the blocks before the wheat is 
sown. 
The fifth block will be used 
as a “ cheek" so that the difference in 
the crop may be compared. 
The oth­ 
er two series will be sown in rye until 
spring when the rye will he plowed 
under and corn and soy beans will 
be used as seed. 
The state pays for 
the fertilizer but the owners of the 
plots will pay the freight and also 
for tending the crop.

It has a motor of 
350 horsepower or more and a speed of 
more than thirty knots and by reason 
of its shallow* draft is in no danger 
from mines or torpedoes. 
The reserve plan is separate from 
the naval militia, which is under the 
control of the coast and lake states. 
The training maneuvers, according 
to present plans, would take place next 
summer at three [»olnts on the Atlantic 
coast—Massachusetts bay, Long Island 
sound and Chesapeake bay—and at a 
point on the Pacific coast not yet de­ 
termined. 
Mr. Roosevelt’s plan dovetails with 
Secretary Daniels' scheme for naval 
betterment. 
The secretary will ask 
for an increased personnel and will de 
maod a radical change in the enlist­ 
ment system to obtain an increase in 
the number of enlisted men.

TO END DYE SHORTAGE. 


Ne w 
Ame rica n 
Proce ss Will 
Re volu­ 
tioniz e Industry In This Country. 
Three Important announcements of­ 
fering a solution of the problem which 
American 
manufacturers are 
facing 
owing to a shortage of dyestuffs due 
to the war were made by Dr. Thomas 
H. Norton of the department of com­ 
merce: 
F irs t.—That an American chemist 
has perfected a new process for the 
making of dyestuflfs, which will free 
the United States 
from dependence 
upon foreign factories for its supply of 
color materials. 
Second.—That tlie potash problem 
will be solved by a new method of dry­ 
ing kelp taken from the deposits of the 
Pacific coast. 
Third.—That tlie shortage of indigo 
will be relieved shortly by a supply of 
natural indigo from Latin America. 
Dr. Norton, who has been conduct­ 
ing an investigation of the dyestuff 
situation, said the new dye process 
marks the greatest forward step the 
United States has made in this par­ 
ticular line of industry. 
He announced the discovery after a 
conference with representatives of a 
large corporation which controls the 
process and which will begin turning 
out large quantities of color materials 
within a few weeks. 
Dr. Norton de­ 
clined to divulge the name of the cor­ 
poration or the nature of the process 
other than to say it is a coal tar proc­ 
ess and revolutionary in character.
